Last Session 
Coming Up 


The next session of the Alberta 
Legislature, slated to commence in 
two months time, is expected to be 
the last before Social Credit Prem- 
fer Ernest Manning calls the pro- 
vincial election, 

All major parties are nominating 
candidates for the forthcoming 
contest which is expected in either 
late spring or summer. The Soc- 
ia] Credit party, who have been in 
power for 23 years, are faced with 
their toughest opposition in more 
than a decade. 

The Liberals at present form the 
Officials opposite in the provincial 
house With 15 of the 61 seats. They 
are working under their new leader, 
Grant MacEwan, who took over 
last month from retiring 45-year- 
old Harper Prowse. 

However the main threat to the 
Social Credit administration is ex- 
pected to come from the revitalized 
Conservative party. Tory support- 
ers point to the fact that. their 
party obtained more than 200,000 
votes in the last federal election. 
This is compared with 94,000 votes 
for the socred candidates and 
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30,000-odd for the Liberal standard | 


bearers. 


The Conservatives have named 
eleven candidates for the next elec- 
tion. Two were named this (ast) 
week — Leo Toone, a Claresholm 
farmer for the MacLeod riding and 
Alex Grant of Hillcrest in the Pin- 
cher Creek constituency. 

Several familiar faces in the 
legislature are not expected to be 
around when the new legislature 
comes together, Two members 50 
far have announced they will not 
seek re-election, They are Liberal 
Prowse and Dr. Wallace Cross, the 
72-year-old former health minister. 

John Wingblade, socred member 
since 1935 for Wetaskiwin, is 76 
but seeks another mandate to rep- 
resent Wetaskiwinians in Edmon- 
ton. His main. opposition may 
come from 36-year-old tory Bob 
Angus who was James Speakman’'s 
campaign manager in the march 
federal contest, 

Political observers note that sev- 
eral Social Crediters who were elec- 
ted in 1955 to represent the mult- 
iple seat ridings in Edmonton and 
Calgary will be hard pressed to get 
themselves re-elected. 

Dr. Donovan Ross, the minister 
of health collected under one thou- 
sand votes on the first count in 
Edmonton. He was only declared 
a winner after the twenty-third 
count and picking up eight-thou- 
sand votes from ,Priemier Manning. 
This was under fhe old proportion- 
al representation system which has 
since been changed to the straight 
“X" system of voting. This is ex- 
pected to work to the advantage 
of the Social Crediters in the prove 
ince's two major cities. 

Other Social Crediters who were 
only elected after several counts 
last election include Edgar Gerhart 
in Edmonton and Art Dixon and 
Mrs, Rose Wilkinson in Calgary. 

There is speculation where Prem- 
jer Manning will decide to run. He 
lives now in the riding of St, Al- 
bert which was captured last time 
by Liberal Art Soetaert, Soetaert 
defeated the then attorney gen- 
eral Lucien Maynard, 

It is thought by observers that 
Manning may stand in one of the 
nine Edmonton ridings. However, 
no district is considered a safe 
socred area after the city elected 
with overwhelming majority three 
tories to represent it in Ottawa. 

One of the strong men of the 
cabinet, highways minister oGrdon 
Taylor, has a battle on his hands 
in Drumheller. The cowl produc. 
ing district of central Alberta is 


| reported to be unhappy at the lack 
‘of leadership from the government 


to find the new coal markets, The 
city’s young active mayor — 29- 
year-old Eneas Tosach who was a 
runner-up for the Conservative 
leadership last August — is known 
to be interested in running for the 
legislature on the P-C ticket. 

In the past when Alberta 
changed politically, it changed in 
a big way. The Liberals ruled 
from 1905 to the 1920's when the 
United Farmers took over until the 
1935 election. The 1959 election 
may see another change, who 
knows,

You likely have special memor- 
ies of the yoices of your parents 
in the past. But what kind of 
memories of your speech are you 
giving your children in the pres- 
ent? Have you ever heard a rec- 
ording of your voice? It might 
Almost 
yithout exception, people exclaim 
when they hear a record or a 
tape of their conversation, “I 
didn't know I sounded like that!” 

The way a person speaks may 
be either an asset or a liability. 
The emphasis on a pleasant voice 
in various “Personality” or “Charm” 
courses which are so popular, prove 
this. Recently an expert on voice 
production pointed out that a rel- 
atively small amount of attention 
of voice culture of the young by 
parents and teachers of young 
children would accomplish more 
than a much larger amount of in- 
struction and drill at maturity. 

Helping a child speak correctly 
and fluently is one of the most 
important parts of a child’s edu- 
cation, A mother’s tone and words 
she uses, have a great influence 
on & man or woman's speech in 
adult life. Little tots learn right 
pronounciation of words, their 
meaning, their correct order in a 
sentence, by copying the adults in 
the home. A little child who is 
well usually has a delightful in- 
flection, A whining voice does not 
necessarily show a spoiled child. It 
often indicates a youngster who is 
fatiqued or in poor health.

“A soft answer turneth away 
wrath,” and Jesus said, “Out of 
the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh.”

Dear Homemakere: 

COOKING CLUES 

The following is a list of ques- 
tions and answers to some food 
problems which are coped with in 
the kitchen and perhaps will be 
of some assistance to you: 

1. Should the oxide on baking 
pans be removed? Yes. The dark 
oxide results in fast conduction of 
heat and the product, as a result 
will have a dark, hard crust and 
an irregular volume as well, 

2. If food is spilled in an oven 
how may this be cleaned by treat- 
ing overnight? To clean the oven 
wring a cloth out in cold water, 
then saturate with household am- 
monia and place in oven overnight. 

3. Why is molasses, and, or tom- 
atoes added after beans are cooked 
in the preparing of baked beans? 
Molasses and or tomato is added 
at the end of cooking time, other- 
wise, hardness results due to the 
presence of acid in tomato and cal- 
cium salts in malasses. 

4. Why is fruit floured before ad- 
ding to some batters or dough? 
Fruit is floured to prevent a wat- 
ery effect in batters and doughes, 
to blend ingredients more thor- 
oughly and also to prevent fruits 
from settling to the bottom. 


5. Why are dried fruits covered 
during cooking? Dried fruits are 
covered during cooking to preserve 
the flavor, prevent evaporation of 
the quid and also to hasten 
cooking process. 

6. How many tablespoons are 
there in a cup of dry or wet ingred- 
ients? There are sixteen level 
tablespoons of dry ingredients and 
twelve tablespoons of wet ingred- 
jents to a oup. 


7. How many cups of butter, tard 
or hydrogenated shortening are in 
a pound? There are usually two 
cups in a pound of the above. 

8. When shortening replaces but- 
ter, what adjustment is made? 
When shortening is used as a sub- 
stitute for butter use one-sixth 
less shortening per cup of butter. 

9. When soaking a dish in which 
porridge was cooked, is hot or cold 
water used? Porridge is a carbo- 
hydrate, therefore, al] carbohyd- 
rates are soaked in hot water. Pro- 
tein foods are soaked in cold water. 

10.. What amount of vinegar is 
added to sweet milk to approx- 
imately normal acidity of sour 
milk? On the average one to two 
teaspoons of vinegar ppr cup of 
sweet milk is added.
